Havinfr corapletei oyr examination of the Account e of the 
Farente JIational Educational Union for the year ending 31®t 
Tjeoember 1914, we now enclose for yovr considerat ion a draft of the 
Ferenue Account and Balance Sheet as at that date. 

The operations of the year have resulted in a surplus of 
Fevenue, after providing for the Staff Bonus, of £90 as compared i 
with a surplus of £l40 in 1913 and £l08 in 1912* 

There hare heen considerable Tariationa in the Fecetpts in j 

detail as compared with the previous year, consequent upon the 
Unions having taken over the Bay swat er & Belgravia Branches, 

Members Subscriptions have increased by £138, but against this 
Meetings have cost £45 this year as compared with a surplus of 
£27 last year or a difference of £72. The reduction in Oapltatlon 
Fees of £23 is also due to the absence of the usual receipts under 
this heading from the two Branches taken over. The absence also of 
the usual donation from the Bayswater Branch largely accounts for 
the decrease of £31 in the receipts under this heading. 

Books shew a small falling off of £l4, the rate of Gross Profit 
is 17jS, comparing with 18^ in 1813 and 18;^ in 1912. Ko further 
provision has been made in respect of Stock and Debtors, the 
provision of £40 for etock and £20 for Debtors made in previous 
years being considered sufficient. 

The Parents Bevlew shews no substantial change, there was a 
reduction in the receipts from Advertisements, which was compensated-

The operations of the year hare resulted in a surplus of £243 
- of which one third or £si is allocated to staff bonus, leaTing 
£183 net surplus on Bevenue account for the year; this compares 
^th £90 net surplus in 1914 an-i £l40 in 1913. The fayourable 
result of the yeax'^s operations must be attributed to an Inerease 
of £95 in the profit on Boolcs, a saving of £bi on Meetings and a 
coneiderable soring in F^qjenees, notably of £48 1 under Printing 
Stationeryi these effect a general decline in Berenue, to 
which the Members Subscriptions account for as omoh as £S0« The 
increase in Bent, Salaries etc-, is due to the Increase In the 
staff bonus*
